Boiler . 

Perhaps no one doubts the statements 
ot the engifiéers that the water was well 

up in the boilers of the Arthur nile every- 
thing working admirably but a minute be- 
fore the explosion that sent eighty-seven 
souls into eternity. Similar testimony ad- 
duced repeatediy in cases of this sori has 
shown that the commonly received theory 
as to the origin and action ot the explod- 
ing force is seriously at fault; and, more- 
over, that none of the safety-valves in 
common use answer the purpese intended. 
The boilers have stood the test of an hy- 
draulic pressure of turee hundred pounds 
the saiety- valves are set to blow off at one- 
third of the test pressure; and yet, with 
plenty of water in them, the boilers ex- 
plode without the slightest note of warn- 
ing from the satety-valves. This is the 
mystery that has given birth to a thousand 
far-fetched theories, into the service of 
which electric storms, magnetic meridians, 
and all the occult forces of nature have 
been conscripted. 

Without stopping to discuss the chemi- 
cal agencies at work within the boiler, it 
is enough to know that the fractures pro- 
duced in these explosions indicate the ac- 
tion of a force which the safety-valves in 
use do not provide for and cannot prevent. 


There is something at work besides the 


steady outward pressure of expanding 
steam which finds a weak place and es- 
capes through a rent that cannot be mis- 
taken. The ordinary safety-valve opening 
outwardly would seem to afford a vent 
sufficient to guard against all danger trom 
that source. Butsomething more is want- 
ing to afford a safe outlet to the pent-up 
forces that so mysteriously collapse and 
expand the tough iron cylinder at one and 
the same instant. We know that with a 
sufficient vent there would be no explo- 
sion and that the only practical remedy 
must be sought in some new expedient for 
supplying a vent that will open and afford 
the needed relief at the critical moment. 
Has all experiment in this direction 
been exhausted? Can nothing be done to 
stay the enormous destruction of life and 
property resulting from these explosions? 
Within the last twenty years there have 
occurred 191 explosions on the navigable 
waters of the United States, attended with 
the loss of 4,065 human lives. Within the 
past sixteen years the aggregate value of 
floating property destroyed by boiler ex- 
plosions, as shown by official records, is 
$3,780,000 on rivers alone. This state- 
ment would assume terrible proportions if 
it meluded all the destruction of life and 
property produced on land by the same 
cause during the same period. Is it not 
time to tax human ingenuity and make re- 
doubled exertions to avert such calamities? 
Can we afford longer to disregard any 
promising expedient already devised, thor- 
oughly tested and strongly recommended 
by men of science and skill? 
A citizen of Louisville, a machinist and 
engineer, has invented a safety-valve which 


tests that skill and experience could sug- 


sorts of tests, suggested by old engineers, 
by Admiral DauLGREN and by CHARLES H. 
Lorine, Chief Engineer of the United 
States Navy, it has been found impossible 
to explode any boiler fitted with a Boden 
saſety- valve.
